BY THE DEADLY TORNADO, 


Several Hundred Lives 


Lost, 


And Hundreds of Houses Com- 
pletely Wrecked. 


Other Towns in Kentucky 
Nearly Annihilated.

Cuicago, March 28.—The following 
dispatch was received by ,the Asso- 
ciated Press at 2:30 this. morning 
from its Louisville representative : 

Lovuisvitie, March 27,—Shortly af- 
ter 9 o’clock to-night a tornado swept 
over this city, wrecking two or three 
hundred houggs and killing at least 
two hundred people. 

The Union depot at the foot of Sev- 

enth street was blown into the raging 

torrent of the Ohio river. A train o 

cars making up for the Louisville 

Southern road went over with the 

building.

All buildings on Main street, from 
Eight to Fourteenth, are in ruins; not 
one of the handsome wholesale houses 
are left, and ail the tobacco warehouses 
are swept away. On Market street 


Fuil’s City Hall, a four-story building, 
was blown down while several Masonic 
and Knights of Honor Lodges were in 
session, and 100 men and women were 
buried in the ruins. 

Many buildings, after falling, caught 
fire, and the inmates were burned. 

All streets age kaded with the 
debris of the faH@n Buildings, or by 
telegraph and electric light wires. 

Thirty-five persons, mostly women 
and children, have been taken from 
the ruins of Fall’s City Hall. 

Henry Mason, a member of the Leg- 
islature from Hancock county, w°s in 
Wright’s cigar store when the building 
fell, and was instantly killed. 

Eleven gitls were imprisoned in the 

cellar of Wright’s building, and three 
have been taken ont dead. 
Meagre information from Jefferson- 
ville is to the effect that the little town 
was completely wreckéd by the tor- 
nado. It is impossible to get definite 
information, as the wires are all down 
and boats cannot cross the Ohio river 
to-night. 


Still Another Acconnt. 
By Associated Press. } 
LovursvILLE, March 28.—The wrecked 


portion of the city lies between Eigh- 
teenth and Broadway and Seventeenth 
and Main streets, the destroying éle- 
ment passing diagonally across a sec- 
tion which is probably a mile square. 
At least 200 houses are in ruins, and it 
is feared that at least 200 lives were 


lost. 
Probably the greatest loss of life oc- 
curred at the Falls City Hall, which 


was in the center of the tornado. In 

the lower rooms of the hall were 50 or 

75 ehbildren, with their mothers and 

other relatived*takifiz danding lessons. | 
There were at least 125 persons on the 

lower fioor, and 75 more attending 

Lodge meetings on the upper floors, 

when the terrible wind swooped down 

upon the building. In less than five 

minutes the entire structure was a 

shapeless mass of brick and mortar, 

burying 200 helpless victims, of which 

number but few escaped uninjured. 

At 3 o’clock this morning 35 dead 

bodies had been taken from the ruins 

and fifteen wounded and dying. Only 

those on the third floor had been 

reached. The room containing the 

dancing-school pupils and visitors has 

not yet been opened. 

Early this morning over fifty dead 

had been identified. Among them 

were Mrs. Mary Hassom, Miss Annie 

Nyles, Mrs. McLaughlin, Mrs. Belle 

Lelloff, Sister Mary Pins, seven ser- 

vant girls employed in the Louisville 

Hotel and an equal number of male 

help. Several employes of the Union 

depot were killed and many hateny 

burt. 

It is very evident it was not a Ccy- 

clone, as the effects were too wide- 

spread. For miles in either direction 

of the city occasional roofs were torn 

off and trees torn out by the roots. 

As the special train sped towards 

the fated city bearing the Associated 

Press representatives from Indianapolis 

evidences were first noticeable fifty 

miles out. The first that came to 
view Was an occasional dead tree 

broken to pieces, and then larger and 

more substantial trees, and finally the 

monarchs of the forest.

sented. Crowds of people thronged

appearance of having simply crumbled 
to the earth. Gangs of rescuers are at 
work. on the great masses of debris in 
search for victims of the awful calam-

Immediately npon the burst of the

Along Main street the pathway of 
the storm extended from Sixth to 
Eleventh streets, and from Seventh to 
Eleventh not a single building was left 
standing, and this morning presented 
one of the most stupendous spectacles 
of disaster and ruin ever witnessed. 

In the course of the storm lay the 


in ruins. Thousands of hogsheads of 
tobacco lay in the mass of brick and 
mortar. 
The ‘Louisville Hotel was \eieoiiies 
and otherwise wrecked, and the next 
building west, occupied as a cigar store 
on the first floor, and sleeping rooms 
on the second and third, was razed to 
the ground, not a single brick remain- 
ing in place. In the destruction of 
this house many lives were lost, prin- 
cipally persons who occupied sleeping 
rooms there. Many of them were 
girls employed at the hotel. 
Saloons and other available places 
were turned into hastily-improvised 
morgues, where the bodies were taken 
as recovered and left awaiting identifi 
cation. | 
Eleventh street seemed to serve asa | 
kind of a flue for the storm, as all in- 
tercepting objects in that line were 
practically redaced to nothingness. 
Down this street were carried the 
fronts of buildings, mostly residences, 
on each side, leaving in many in- 
stances the furniture and other con- 
tents unmolested. 
Jefferson and Market streets are in 
almost as bad a condition as Main 
Hundreds of wagons are busy carting 
away soiled and broken furniture from 
the shattered houses. 
At 12 o’clock the opening of a por- 
tion of the debris of Falls City Hall 
caused a draught, whereupon a smol- 
dering fire broke out fiercely pend 
spread rapidly, forcing the workers to 
desert the place. As soon as the 
fire gained headway the groans of the 
imprisoned people became shrieks, so 
great was their horror. 
The watchers grew frantic, screamed 
and ran about like mad. The terrible 
sufferings which they were unable to 
alleviate driving them to despair. 
Several lines of hose were soon throw- 
ing water on the flames, but it was 
more than an hour before the work 
could be proceeded with, and it was 
then carried on with much difficulty, 
on account of the heat.

land will start next summer from 


'- Denmark. The plan of work bas 


been arranged by the Naval Lieu- 
tenant Rider. The party will con- 
sist of nine persons, with three 
boats, and a steamer to convey 
them to the eastern coast as soon as 
the condition of the ice will allow 
of a landing. It is proposed to 
explore in the course of the sum- 
mer the region lying between 66 
and 78 degrees north latitude, 
pushing as far as possible into the 
interior. Sleds will be employed 
during the winter, going over as 
much ground as possible. The ex- 
pedition will be provisioned and 
equipped for two years, at the end 
of which time the steamer will re- 
turn to take them away, cruising 
along the east coast till they get 
“gown to the shore. The expenses 
have been estimated at abont 
$80,000, and the project is so pop- 
ular, and is looked on so favorably 
by the Government, that it is prac- 
tically certain that the Diet will 
grant the money.
